2 - LCD / CRT); a user interface (Abstract - "executing 
processing desired by a user"); and a means for performing diagnostic (FIG. 2 - 
element 15) and data retrieval functions (FIG. 2 - lines from element 14 to elements 15 



and 16).

8. In light of the prior art, namely to that of Kawakami, the Examiner has determined 
that the claim does not qualify for patent protection. Furthermore, though not explicitly 
cited above, the prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure and is listed below:
